This action 


of the corporation was in accorduueb with 
an agreement entered into by all tilts mills 
of Lowell, and it is understood that 
with 


certain limitations a.s to the employes who 
were paid at the lowest rales, 
the reduc- 


tion would be general and uniform through- 
out t he city. 


We have not considered it necessary or 


advisable to make inquiries as to what bus 
bi't'ti done by other mills in accordance 
w i t h this understanding, but it appears 
thai 'he reduction was applietl to all de- 
partments in the Massachusetts Cotton 
mills, and has been acquiesced in, though 
u n w i l l i n g l y , by all except the spinners. 
The 
reduction of tin; "spinners' wages 


amounted to S per cent., aud is objected" to 
on the ground that even prior to the re- 
duction they were, paid less, spindle for 
spindle, than the spinners employed in New 
lii'dfonl, Nashua and other manut'netunng 
cities received for work of a like quality 
and amount on goods of a similar grade, 
("niler the reduction the spinners in the 
Ma>sachuseUs Cotton mills receive about 
*10.:Ti a week, while it is alleged that in 
other places spinners can earn $12 and up- 
ward under similar conditions. 


Ueusons are given by the manufacturers 


why in their estimation the rate of wages 
in Lowell ought to be less than in the cit- 
ies quoted, but it is not necessary for us to 
consider now which side has the best of the 
argument on this question. If the question 
had been submitted hy the parties to the 
judgment of the board, it would then have 
been the duty of the board to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the subject with the 
aid of expert assistants and decide what on 
t he whole were fair wages; but the case 
does not coins; to us as a board of arbitra- 
tion, but rather calls for ni'-asiues of con-

In the 
Italian Quarter in 


Boston. 


OFFICER HOOK MA.KKS A HARD 


FIGHT. 


Citizens Who Come t o His Aid Are 


Badly Abused. 


BOSTON, Oct. 3B.— There was quite a 


lively riot down in the Italian quarter in 
the North Eud- yesterday afternoon. 
The 


• ffair happened at 3:45 o'clock, and lasted 
fully a half-hour, aud as a result Patrol- 
man .Look of station 1 and ex-Olflcer 
Andrew S. Fnirbaiu of the county jail over 
hi Cambridge, with a half-dozen or more 
citizens, were subjected to some very 
severe treatment. 


Fraok Saagese, » big, burly Italian, who 


ie well known to tho police of the first 
precinct, got on a spree yesterday and at- 
tempted, so the police say, to kick up a 
disturbance ut tho corner of North and 
liichmond streets. Patrolman Ijook hap- 
pened along and attempted to arrest him. 
He started in to give tho officer battle, 
aud Raphael Scarmnlla apd Manuel For- 
ciette rushed to the assistance of their 
country map. 


A hot light ensued, but Patrolman Look 


clung to 
SaffKese 
and called upon a 


passer-by for assistance. This passer-by 
proved to be an ex-offioer of the Cam- 
bridge .jail. He started in to kelp Patrol- 
man 1/ook, ns did also Jia'rn«8 Wright, the 
proprietor of n furniture store near by, 
imd then there was a lively time. 


Mob Starts to Work. 


A mob of over 500 persons soon gathered, 


and sticks, stones and bricks were hurled 
fit Patrolman Look and his assistants by 
the infuriated Italians. 


A citizen ran to station 1 and told Cap- 


tain Cain of the trouble, and that officer 
dispatched Sergeant Rosetti and a halt 
dozen of patrolmen to thje scene. Drs. 
Elliott and Dunu ware also summoned to 
the station house to dress-the wounds of 
tho injured. 


When the patrol wagoa reached tho 


scene the infuriated Italians attempted to 
stop it, and t>be policemen were obliged to 
jump over the heads of the crowd to get to 
the assistance of Patrolman Look, • who 
was being driven back by the mob, but 
who still refused to release his hold on 
Saggctse. 


There wore more than a thousand pres- 


ent on the scone by this time, and the en- 
raged Italians were calling upon each 
other to kill the policaraSn. 


The latter used their clubs effectively, 


and, after ten minutes' hard flghtinsc, sub- 
dued the mob sufficiently, to be able to 
take Saggese, Scurmella, Forciette and 
Doaurrico Alfouzo into custody. 


The Wounded. 


The men wore taken to the station 


house and two hours v?ere occupied by 
Drs. Elliott aud Dunn in dressing the 
wounds of the injured. 


Ex-Officer Fairb.aln fared the worse, he 


getting a bud cut just bs$pvr the right hip, 
which necessitated tiire& or four stitches. 
Tho wound is alleged to have been in- 
flicted by Alfonzo. 


Dennis Sullivau and John Henry were 


also among those who rushed to the as- 
sistance of the officers, and they wera 
badly beaten by the Italians, who drove 
them down North street at the points of 
their knives. Sulliviui sustained a bad 
cut on his neck, as well as an injury to 


James Wright also received a bad cut 


in the neck, and the four prisoner.-;, all of 
whom hnd wculp wounds, resulting from 
their heads coming iu contact with the 
policemon's 
clubs, had 
their wounds 


dressed. 


Stood His • Ground. 


During the storm of missiles that were 


hurled at Patrolman Look, he never once 
released his hold on his prisoner, and he 
never once drew bis revolver. An eye- 
witness of: the affair said lust night that ho 
would have been justified if he had used 
that weapon. 


Patrolman Look's uniform was badly 


torn during the riot, and he was also 
badly scratched and bruised, and itjmay 
be a few days before he will report for 
duty again. 


Sasrgesc is well knowu in the Italian 


quartern as a pretty tough customer, and 
the police state thi<t this is not the first 
time he hns given them trouble. He is 25 
years old, and weighs nearly 200 pounds, 
and is a big, strong fellow. Saggese, so 
the police say, was the instigator arid 
leader of the big riot by Italian laborers in 
Framingham nuveral yours ago.

certain limitations as to the employes wh 
were paid at the lowest rates,

Lion would be general and uniform through 
out the city. 


We have not considered it necessary o. 


advisable to make inquiries as to what ha: 
been done by other mills in accordanci 
with this understanding, but it appear: 
that the reduction ivas applied to all de 
partments in the Massachusetts Cotton 
mills, and has been acquiesced in, though 
unwillingly, by all except the spinners 
The reduction of the spinners' wages 
amounted to 8 per cent., and is objected°to 
on the ground that even prior to the re- 
(luclion they were paid leas, spindle foi 
spindle., than the spinners employed in New 
Bedford, Nashua and other manufacturing 
(.•iiies received for work of a like quality 
and amount on goods of a similar grade 
Under the reduction the spinners in the 
Massachusetts Cotlon mills receive about 
S10:25 a week, while it is alleged that in 
other places spinners can earn $12 and up 
ward under similar conditions. 


Keasons are given by tho manufacturers 


why in their estimation the rale of wanes 
in Lowell ought to be.less than in the cit- 
ies quoted, but it is not necessary for us to 
consider now which side has the best of the 
argument on this question. If the question 
had been submitted by the parties to the 
judgment of the boanl, it would then have 
been Ihe duty of the board to make a thor- 
ough invp.sligat.ion of the subject with the 
aid of expert assistants and decide what on 
the whole were fair wages; but the case 
docs not come to us as a board of arbitra- 
tion, but rather calls for measures of con- 
ciliation and for friendly counsel. 
The 


agent pi the mills has met a committee of 
the spinners, his employes, and discussed 
the reduction with them 
and has also 


talked the case over with this board. His 
views are summed up in the statement that 
Lhe corporation is hound by an asso- 
ciation wilh the other mills and that this 
corporation cannot afford to pay more than 
Hie reduced wages and continue to run the 
machinery. 
Under these circumstances 


tlie responsibility of acting -wiiiely rests 
upon you and the organization which you 
represent, and upon the spinners employed 
in these particular mills. A reduction is 
never a pleasant thing to the employes, but 
the board has no lieailfUion in advising the 
union aud the spinners in this case to sub- 
mit to what appears to be a disagreeable 
necessity taking into consideration the 
general depression in business, the near ap- 
proach of winter, and the already too large 
numbers of unemployed men and women 
in all our cities. 


It should be borne in mind that this ad- 


vice is proffered not merely because the 
board is averse Lo strikes and lock onts on 
general principles, but on any grounds of 
policy or expediency it would be heard to 
lind a worse time for a. strike than the 
present. 


The employes in other departments who 


have accepted tho reduction are entitled to 
consideration at your hands. 
It seems fair 


:o assume thai a strike of the spinners in 
those mills would stop all the other depart- 
ments at least for .1 time, aud no one 
CRII 


foresee to what extent the conflagration 
might extend if once started under the au- 
spices of your organization, which rightly 
directed has so many opportunities for 
benefiting the workmen vrbb belong to it 
You will perceive that .tlie advice of the 
board is based not on the merit of the 
reduction, not upou the merits of the re- 
duction, not upon any opinion that wages 
are fair. No opiuions are expressed upon 
that subject, because in truth it is not open, 
flic statement must be dealt with as we 
find it, practically and in such a way that 
the operatives and their, friends, may not 
be filled with vain regrets when it is too 
late to advise or help them.

Lion- Tamers Capture an 


Escaped Lion. 


THE BEAST ATE A 
HORSE IN 


THE STABLE. 


He Is Frightened Into His Cage at 


Last. 


NEW YOKK, Oct. as.—Notwithstanding 


tho statement made that Wallace, the lion 
that escaped from his CRgo in. a stable on 
East Eighteenth street had been captured, 


, the big brute was still roaming and roar- 
ing about tho place yesterday morning, 
and the crowd was bigger than over. The 
owner and keeper remained there all night, 
profaesing to renew their attempts to 
drive the beast iuto his open cage. They 
proved unsuccessful. Later they ran ii 
Hue of hose from the water tap to the 
steps leading to the loft, playing upon the 
lion to his evident annoyance, for his roars 
were fierce and came at shof't intervals. 


The water treatment 
WHS soon aban- 


doned. Messrs. Cooklin and McDonald, 
lion tamers attached to Barnum & Bailay's 
circus, arrived from the winter quarters 
at Bridgeport, Conn., yesterday. They 
were equipped with ropes, chains and 
several queer-looking devices, with one or 
the other of which they hoped to capture 
•tho lion. The Bridgeport men got to work 
soon after 11 o'clock. 
They wore joined 


by Buckskin Joe, a Montana hunter and 
tmpper. 


The flrst thing the lion hunters did was 


to begin the removal of the carcusa of. the 
dead horse, which still had charms for 
Wallace, although it emitted an odor that 
^as distinct across the street. 
By 13 


o'clock this was accomplished. The car- 
cass was hauled upstairs to tho second 
floor. Bostock, BocacciOj Conkllng and 
McDonald then attacked the lion from tbo 
end of the building, where he lay crouched 
over a. big 'blood spot left by tho dead 
borse. They drove him back-a few feet, 
when suddenly the vicious brnto turned 
and, leaping by McDonald, jumped into a 
pen under the stairs. 


The lion was becoming more savage 


and it was deemed advisable far chelr own 
safety to give him a few minutes' rest. 
Another attack was made. 
The mau- 


encer jumped over the pen stxaight at 
Bocaccio and stood as if challenging a 
combat in the middle of the floor. Ho 
was allowed to sit there a moment, and 
then with pistol shots, yells and a din that 
Bounded out on the street as if pande- 
monium had broken loose tho men charged 
again, forcing the lion up to the door of 
tho cage. 


Another moment's rest and the&nal and 


fiercest charge was mude. 
Forming a 


semi-circle around tho lion, they jabbod 
him with iron pronged poles and fired 
blank 
cartridges into his face until 


he finally turned and leaped into his cage. 


The door was closed upon him and 


fastened in quicker time than it takes to 
tell it, and.the great untamed maneater 
was a prisoner again. It was .just. 13:50 
p. m. It has been intimated that the lion 
is 80 years old and toothless, but only that 
the notoriety may not lessen its value as a 
public attraction.

which may ariso in tirno of war, or in 
cases where it may bo necessary to work 
moro than ai^ht houra per calendar day 
for tlio protection of property or human 
life, and iu all such cases the party work- 
ing moro than eight hours must be paid, 
according to law, on the basis of eight 
hours constituting a day's work. The 
law also provides that laborers employed 
shall receive for the eight hours* work 
Iho per diem wages prevailing in the lo- 
cality whero tho work ia done; that sub- 
contractor for state, ciiy, township and 
other municipalities shall observe the 
samo rule; that it shall be unlawful for 
any of them to permit laborers, etc., to 
work more than eight hours, and that 
any officer, subcontractor, etc., violating 
tho bamo shall bo punished with a fino, 
etc. 


Judge Reod bas^d his decision oil the 


idea that tho act is in violation of sec- 
tion 1 of the "bill of rights" of this state, 
which reads, "All men uro possessed of 
equal and inalienable natural rights, 
among which ate life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness." 


The court also held that the act was 


in violation of thc 
% fourteenth amend- 


ment of tho federal constitution, which 
reads as follows: "All persons born or 
naturalized in tho United States, and 
subject to tho jurisdiction thereof, are 
citiaenn of the United States and of the 
state wherein thoy reside. No state shall 
make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge tho privileges or immunities of 
citizens of tht> United States, nor shall 
any state deprive any person of life, lib- 
erty or property without due process ol 
law, nor deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the equal protection of the 
laws." 


The court held snbbtantially that a 


man had a right to contract to woi'k any 
length of tirno he chose. The case was 
bixmght by an employee of tho Barber 
Asphalt Paving- company, which had 
tho contract for paving the streets ol 
the citv of Wichita. The employee sued 
for tho overtime which ho had been com- 
pelled to put in, as the Barber company 
worked their men 10 hours a day. The 
case will be appealed. 


Tlie Weapon Is Not b<> Krratlc as Is Gener- 


ally Snp|>o««Hl—Various JUeclpts for L'se 
in tlie Kitclieiu 
The expert revolver shooter will find 


no difficulty in hitting a silver dollar six 
times in succession at 1:3 yards. At the 
same distance and with the same pistol 
another man will have the chances 
against him to hit a mark 2 feet in diam- 
eter once in six shots. 


The revolver has a very short barrel 


it best, and the slightest deviation to 
»ne sido OT the other in sighting will re- 
sult in a hopelessly wild shot. Tlie short 
barrel, so to speak, exaggerates a miss, 
and the short distance bet ween $he sights 
makes it difficult to keep them lined. 
When one once learns in aiming to keep 
his sights lined—i. e., the front eight di- 
recbly in the center of the notch of the 
rear sights—ho will find that the great 
difficulty of revolver shooting is gone. 
His arm may waver and the end of the 
pistol barrel describe all sorts of para- 
bolas; but, provided Ms sights are in 
perfect alignment, his shots will be sur- 
prisingly close to the mark aimed at, and 
a certain proportion will find the bulls- 
eye. 


The great thing ia to keep the revolver 


always an integral part of the arm that 
supports it. Grasp it iirinly with the 
palm of the hand and extend the thumb 
in the direction of the barrel. The 
thumb, by its pressiire on the sido of the 
piatol, keeps its axis in a perpeivlicular 
plane parallel to that of tho arm of the 
shooter, so that at tho moment tho ham- 
mer is released and the cartridge ex- 
ploded tho bullet will go in the direction 
his arm is pointing. So important a 
part does the thumb play in sighting 
that it is hardly an exaggeration to say 
that a man without a thumb can never 
hope to become a fine shot. 


In addition to the above, there is an- 


other cause of inaccuracy in revolver 
shooting that is not the fault of the 
shooter, but is inherent in the weapon 
itself. This cause is the tendency of the 
short barrel to kick up and as a result 
to shoot high. It may be lessened by a 
firm hold at the moment of firing, but 
the best way, as a rule, is to experiment 
with the pistol and then either have it 
resighted or hold nuder in shooting. Ev- 
ery one has noticed that the revolver ae 
it COUIPS from the factory has an end 
eight that is raised a quarter of an inch 
or more from the barrel, while the rear 
sight is very low, often merely a notch 
in the frame. When the sights are prop- 
erly aligned, the barrel is consequently 
pointing below the object aimed at. But 
actually the recoil is greater than allow- 
ed for by these sights, and at any but 
the very shortest distances most pistols 
will shoot high. Ignorance of this fact 
fcas more than onco been the cause of 
loss of human life, and it is good advice, 
unless you are willing to run the risk of

A. California Clergyman Investigates the Sub- 


jects and Announces His Conclusions. The 
Fault Not all on One Side—Mammonism in tne 
Church.

IJr. Coyle of Oakland, ia tho third ser- 


mon of liis series upon "Why "Working- 
men Do Not Attend Church," declared 
.very plainly that, the fault is not all with 
the wonungmen, but lica largely with 
the C'liurchea. 


After quoting from the" writings of sev- 


rral noted divines in regard to the failure 
if the working classes to attend the 
thnrches, Dr. Coylc said: 


It was reading of this kind, together 


with my own observation, that led me 
to take up this special work. But I 
wanted to learn not only from writers 
upon social questions,-but from work- 
ingmtr: themselves. It seemed to me 
that it would bo instructive and tend to 
c, better understanding all around to ask 
the workers to state their sidti of the 
case and commit to writing their special 
grievances and criticising. Accordingly 
I sent a letter to the president of each 
of the various labor organizations here- 
about. 


I received a Lirge number of replies. 


Most of the answers were respectful, all 
of them wero 'earnest, wliilo in somu I 
WP.G soundly lectured. 


In these letters—along certain main 


lines—I find a romarkablo and suggest- 
ive agreement. 
For example, without 


exception the writers give it as their 
opinion that from two-thirda to three- 
fourths of woi-kingmen of all classe.3 ha- 
bitually stay away from church. From 
nil I can learn this is a very conserve 
tivo estimate. 


In reply to my second question, "Are 


those who stay away hostile to tho church 
or simply indifferent?" most of the writ- 
era agree that about half ore hostile aud 
half are indifferent. 


It is in answering tho lost question, 


.""What is the chief fault which working- 
men find with the church?" that they are 
most full and explicit. 


"To begin with, workingmon find fault 


•with the doctrines of tho church," says 
the federated trades. 
"The 
church 


teaches as a divine law that labor is a 
curse, and that we must be content to 
suffer under the curse because an all 
wise and loving Father placed it upon 
ns, and the logical outcome of this doc- 
trine is the degradation ofthe laborer.-' 


I cannot allow that to pass unchal- 


lenged. 
The church teaches nothing 


more clearly than that idleness is the 
mother of all evil, and labor ono of the 
most fruitful sources of blessing. Her 
leaders have como from the ranks of the 
toilers. Jesus Christ was a carpenter; 
his first apostles were fishermen; Paul 
was a tentinaker; Lntlier v.-as a miner's 
son; thf »e-fourths of .her preachers and 
leaders today were roared among the 
lowly. 


I admit the condition of labor in Chris- 


tian lands is far from what it ought to 
be, but it ia far superior to that of labor 
in lands that are not Christian. 


Dr. Coyle declared that several of his 


correspondents are right who claimed 
that the church nezlects the second i_Trat 


law o£ the Mnguom, "Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor a3 thyself." 


Ha said, "Taking her all in all, there 


is and ha.q been too much of the priest 
and Levito and too little of the good 
Sarnuritan iu her work." 


In retire! to the further charge that 


thia church ia allied with those who hiive 
money and is .subservient to them the 
preachor quoted tho following from tho 
reply sent him by the Longshoremen's 
nniont "Tho church winks at co.mvner- 
cial robbery and tells the robber lie will 
bo ull right if .he gives a portion of his 
plunder to the'Lord."

In commenting on. this paragraph the 


.pruuchbr suit!: Perhaps thero is a grain 
p£ truth even liere.i It would be strange 
if the chni'ch were.wholly free from the 
in'csuiiiionism of 'the1 age, but I question 
the statement that she will not tolerate 
teachers who declare tha whole. truth. 
As a' class the heralds of the crass are 
not cowards, and their lips are not sealed 
by money in the pewa. 


I am told.again and again that church, 


members do not practice what they pro- 
fess, that many of them are hypocrites 
and scoundrels, and one writer even in- 
forms me ttmt he would rather deal with 
a saloon keeper than a. church nie'mbe'f. 
In the face of what so of ten thrusts it- 
self upon icy .attention .I cannot deny 
the justice of all this, It fills me with 
sorrow aud. humiliation to look at some 
around me who bear the Christian name. 
It would be a comfort not to know that 
they profess to be Christians. 
Yes, fel- 


low men, thero is counterfeit coin in the 
church. 
"We must admit it with sad- 


ness, ,bnt you. ought .to know that a 
counterfeit is a copy of that which is 
genuine, and therefore an infallible proof 
that-the genuine exists.

In all -the letters received from work- 


ingmen it is only just to say that I found 
not a syllable against Christ or hia gos- 
pel. The grievance is against the church. 
My correspondents have no fault to find 
with Christianity of itself. It is implied 
that if the church were only tme to Je- 
mis and liis teachings tliere would be no 
separation between her and the masses. 


Tl;eee communications have convinced 


mo that whut is needed on both sides is 
enlargsinent. 


"Workihgmen need a larger acquaint- 


ance with the church. She is misjudged, 
misconstrued and sometimes maligned 
froi,i luck of. knowledge. On .tho other 
hand, the. church needs a larger knowl- 
edge of the workingmen. She is far too 
ignorant of their condition and of the 
grievances under which they smart. 
She tieuds more information aa to their 
liard.'iliipg and sorrows, aud until she 
gets it hur interest will be far below 
wliut is requested ' by the gospel of 
Christ. She needs larger aggressiveness. 
It is not enough for her to say "Come!" 
to scatter printed invitations to attend 
her services, to have attractive music; 
pleasant and attractive surroundings and 
polite ushers.. She must "go out among 
them aud bring them in.—San Francisco 
Examiner. 


ENGLAND'S UNKHFLOYED. 


Plans For Tbeir Relief to Bo Trlcil TV1I1 


Attract Wide Attention. 


The English government has deter- 


mined to deal with the more than ever 
VHB.1 question of the unemployed, and 
the experiments will be watched with 
interest by all the world. 
Sir John 


Gorst has pronounced himself in favor 
of a plan fpr dealing with tlio question 
In the rural districts wbi;-.h has received 
the sympathetic considoi*i;ion of the gov- 
ernment. The plan is to empower the 
local authorities to buy or leasa waste or 
unoccupied land and turn the surplus 
labor upon it. By this means it is be- 
lieved tens of thou^uds of acres now 
useless could be made fertile by spade 
labor and at tho same time an effective 
check be put upon tko persistent migra- 
tion of the unemployed agricultural la- 
borers into the towns. This evil is the 
despairof many economists. Itis claimed 
that this is almost tbo only way to prof- 
itably employ the idle without bringing 
them into subsidised competition with 
actual workers. 


Meanwhile that energetic and remark- 


ebly practical socialist member of par- 
liament, John Bums, after many inter- 
views and much correspondence with 
Mr. Fowler, president of the local gov- 
ernment board, has persuaded him to is- 
sue a circular to the local authorities 
giving them permission to institute re- 
lief works for unemployed ableboilied 
men and urging them to take full ad- 
vantage of the novel power thus con- 
ferred. Thero is nothing to prevent re- 
lief works taking the; form of reclama- 
tion of waste land, and some authorities 
will probably utilize the men's labor in 
that manner. 


Mr. Burns says there are 14,000 stat- 


utory local authorities, BO that if each 
finds employment for only 10 men a to- 
tal of 140,000 will receive work this win- 
ter, but it is more likely that work will 
be found fora quarter of a million of ths 
great army of the unemployed, and that 
no fewer than a million persons will ben- 
efit therefrom.

the miues in operation.—Brooklyn Citi-

Alabama has decided to abandon tlio 


convict lease system. It is high time it 
were abandoned everywhere.

that the lease is given only for the term 
of the convict's sentence, it puts him in 
precisely the same condition as that of a 
Blavo Hnd differs in no essential respect 
from the practice of ancient and barba- 
rous people, who sold prisoners into slav- 
ery instead of slaughtering them, simply 
because it paid better. 


The convict under the lease system is 


sold to the highest bidder for the term 
of his sentence simply because it- saves 
money to the state, ee'sing that "the lessee 
is responsible, and not the state, for the 
convict's maintenance. But the leased 


Chicago's Unemployed. 


Referring to tho police census of the 


unemployed, Joseph Gmenhut of the j 
health department said: "We have not 
had time yet to .arrange'the data sys- 
tematically, so as to sliow the exact con- 
ditions in each branch of industry, but 
we can tell in a general way the trades 
which are most effected by the present 
depression in .all linea of.industry. Al- 
together we estimate that there are 75,- 
000 skilled, workmen and women out oi 
employment in tho cit}-.

ineuut persons who have spent several 
years in the acquirement of a certain 
trade which requires mora or 'less skill 
and which in ' n great measure unfits 
tliem for other lines of work. 


"The number of laborers out of.em- 


ployment is barder to estimate, as they 
are continually changing from one. line 
of Trorl'E.to;another,-.but- the census will 
show the figures in their case with pretty 
fair exactness."—Chicago Inter Ocean.

Judffe Reert of the District Conrt Declare! 


the Eaiiaaa XJaw Uitcoasiitutlbzial. 


Tho decision of Judge Reed, a.-Kaflsas 


district judge, declaring the eigli't 'hour 
lawot that -stato'unoonstitii'tioniil, vrill 
be of interest to labor people generally, 
as it is said to be an • able opinion fro'in 
an. able j udge, but as tha Kansas, law is 
quite different from any other eight hour 
law, and as a district judge in Kansas, 
however able, ie not a court of last re- 
sort, it will h:ivo no effect on the eight 
hour movement in generiil; The'Kansas 
law provides, .substantially.., that, eight 
hours shall constitute; a day.'s work for 
all laborers, worlringmeri, mechanics or 
other persons who may be employed by 
or on behalf of the stataof Kansas, or by 
or on behalf o£ any county , city, township 
or other municipality of said state except 
in cases of extraordinary, .emergencies 
which may arise in time of war, or in 
cases where it may bo necessary ,to,.work 
more than eight hours, per. calendar day 
for the protection of property .or human 
life, and in all .such cases the party work- 
ing. mora than eight hours must bepaid, 
according to law, on the. basis' 'of eight 
hours constituting a day's work, 'TheJ 
law also provides that laborers employed j 
shall receive for .^he .eight hours' work ' 
the per diem wages prevailing 'in. the lo- 
cality, where the work.ia ,done;:.that sub- 
contractors for state, city, township and 
other municipalities shall observe the 
same rule; that it shall be unlawful tot 
cny of'theiu to 'perinit''labbrers,"etc.', to 
work more than eight .hotirs, and that 
any officer, subcontractor, etc., violating 
the same shall be punished with a fine, 
etc.

Judge Beecl based his; decision on the 


idea that the act is in violation of1 sec- 
tion 1 of the "bill of rights" of this state, 
which reads, "All men aTe.poSaessecl'of 
equal and 'inalienable .natural. 'rigtitB, 
among which are life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness." 


The court also held that the act was 


in violation of the fourteenth amend- 
ment of tho federal constitution, which 
reads aa follows: "All persons born or 
naturalized in' the United States, and 
subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are 
citizens of the United States and of the 
state wherein they reside. No state shall

DIRECTIONS FOR THE SAITE USE 


OP THE PISTOL, 


The Weapon Js Xot so Erratic aa Ja Gener- 


ally Supposed — Ararious Recipes for Use 
In tilt) Kitchen. 


The expert revolver shooter -will find 


no difficulty in hitting a silver dollar six 
times in succession at -13 'yards. • At the 
same distance and with the same pistol 
another man mil have the. chances 
against him to" hit' a : mark 2'feet in diam- 
eter once in ais sho.ta. 
-, 


The revolver lias a very short barrel 
it best, and the slightest deviation ' to 
one side or the other in sighting will re- 
sult in a'hopelessly -wild ahot. The short 
barrel, so fo. speak, exaggerates a miss, 
and the short'oiBtance between *&a.e sights 
makes it difficult to keep them lined. 
"When one once learns in aiming- to keep 
his sights lined — i,. e., the iront.sight di- 
rectly. in the,center of .-the notchiof: the 
tear sights^-its will find : that .the. great 
flifficulty, of -revolver .shooting;, is gone. 
His arm may. waver and* the end of . the 
pistol barrel describe all sorts of para- 
bolas; but; provided His sights are' in 
perfect! alignment, hia' shots' will be sur- 
prisingly. close to the mark aimed at, and 
a certain' proportion will'find the bulls-

The great thing is to keep the revolver

other.' causa of inaccuracy in revolver 
shooting that, is not the fault of the 
Bhooter, but .is inherent in the weapon 
itself. .This cause is the tendency of the 
short barrel i to kick up and' as a result 
to shoot high, " It may be lessened; by a 
firm hold at the moment of firing, but 
the best way, as a ruleyis~ to experiment 
with the pistol and then either have it 
resighted or hold underin shooting. Ev- 
ery one has noticed that the revolver as 
it comes from the factory, has ' an end 
sight that is raised a quarter of an inch 
or more from the barrel, while the rear 
sight is very low, often merely a notch 
in the frame. "When the sights are prop- 
erly aligned, the barrel ia consequently 
pointing :beiow the object aimed at. But 
atftually the recoil 'is greate'r th'aii'allow- 
ed.'for by these -sights, and at any" but 
the rvery, shortest .distances most pistols, 
Trill shoot high.

INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT FINE 


GEMS KNOWN TO EXPERTS. 


How to K«caU evtettor Once IJroppcd Into 


tlie tetter Box—The Oldest Tree in the 
"World, 


"Before 
the 
existence of 'specimen 


etoueb' becoines, through thfe drain of them 
to America, a thing of the past (or ua it may 
be well to say a few words about things 
which very few persons have ever seen and 
henceforward have little chance of seeing," 
remarks a London journal as prelude to 
the following ruroly known facts: The 
words "specimen stone" explain tlmt it is 
a gem of the utmost perfection, but few 
know how rare and precious it is and how 
little it differs to the eye of any but, nn ex- 
pert from an ordinary example of its kind. 


Specimen atones are masculine luxuries. 


They are never set, because even the most 
delicate setting might hide delects which, 
would mako them comparatively valueless;. 
The desire to possess them constitutes tlie 
last infirmity of nobleman, for not only are 
they the rno$t concentrated possible form 
of property, but the appreciation of them is 
a most exclusive form of culture. It may 
seem strange, but it is true, that thorc are 
probably not 50 persons in England who can 
tell a diamond worth £100 a carat from one 
worth five and twenty, and of these 50 nob 
a dozen. ar« jewelers. 


The trade in specimen Btones is wholly 


in the hands of four or iive great firms, and 
minor dealers, who hayo no custom for this 
class of gerns, know almost as little about 
them as the laity. 
They have no opportu-' 


nity for the necessary training. Is takes 
years of practice, with such rarity of oppor- 
tunity as the market affords, to train the 
eye to recognize exactly the orthodox color 
of a ruby, emoralYl or sapphire, and to dis- 
tinguish a brilliant of tho fmrest water 
from an ordinary "fine stone" demands n 
delicacy of vision wMchimoBt-persous could 
never acquire. 


Stones runy be divided uito.four distinct 


classes. Poor stones, obviously bad in col- 
or and full of "cloud",'' "iiaw*," and "feath- 
ers," may bo bought (one- marvels who 
buys them) at comparatively exceedingly 
low prices. The value-of two rubies of I he 
same ,si/,o, for example, might bo severally 


ami £1,000 per carat. Then conio ordi- 


nary stones—stones which a lady may wear 
without discredit, their flaws and the pov- 
erty of their color not being such as to be- 
tray them in the wearing excupt to a. prac- 
ticed eye. Of such stoiies consist 90 per 
cejit of those worn by even rich women. 
"Fine stones," beiny of thrrco the value, are 
only to be seen on the persons.of those who 
arc fastidious as well as rich, for though a 
commonly good judge can detect the dif- 
ference at once there is too great a, tempta- 
tion with nio-jt women to put conspicuous 
quantity before inconspicuous quality for 
the latter to prevail.

It is absurd to say that the newspaper 


office must be the only successful school 
for would be newspaper writers. Modern 
journalism has well defined practices and 
principles that can be taught by one who 
knows them as well as in u school of jour- 
nalism as in the office of a daily paper. The 
trouble with the schools of journalism that 
have come into existence up to the present 
time is that they have not beeu practical, 
uul that their conductors have not been 
themselves adequately trained in the meth- 
ods of the modem newspaper world. 


It may be true that no amount of instruc- 


tion can make a first class author or jour- 
nalist of one who uas not ziatural talent 
for literary work, but granting the posses- 
sion of Hiich tulent_in some degree instruc- 
tion in literary art or in the principles of

How to Get Bade a Letter. 


To rpcall a Ifttor once 7ruulc>d is almost ns 


difficult a ta^k as to take back an assert ion 
once utti'rod, judging from the following 
description of the process gtvfii by an t'x- 
bange: The sender must appear at the 


postoflice and is handed a blank to fi!l out. 
In tiiis he must state when and \vhi>i-t> he 
mailed the letter, how it was addressed, 
must describe the envelope, state the 
amount of postage prcpuid nnd 
testify 


"that tbo above nictitianr>d letber was writ- 
ten by me or by my authority, and I desire 
to recall ifc for the following reason," and 
thi>n state the reason, which is usually 
"mailed by mistake." He musl then si^n. 
his name, HO that tlio handwriting maybe 
compared with that on the letter, aud sigu 
a receipt. 


It' the address rannot be shown to be his 


handwriting or is printed or typewritten, 
he must describe some peculiarities about 
thu envelope sufficiently to identify it. 
If 


he is unable to do this, the letter is refused, 
unless the rjostmafcter knowa the applicant 
and is satisfied concerning his good inten- 
tions. If he is satisfied, he asks for a state- 
ment concerning the contents and is obliged 
to open the letter and read portions of it in 
the postmaster's presence to prove that it is 
the one he described. 
But if the letter has 


been sent away the process of recalling it 14 
still more difficult. A similar blank has to 
be filled out and a minute description tol- 
egraphed at the sender's expense to t he post,, 
master at the office of its destination. If 
discovered in time, the letter is then inter- 
cepted and sent to thu department at Wash- 
ington with a statement of the case.

This statement 
seemed to impress Burns, for presently he 
said to the lad, "Wcel, my Gallant (boy), 
it made rue greet, too, more than once wheu 
I was writing it at uiy father's fireside."

A round-of all the stores that claim the 


best styles this past week shows a remark- 
able list of novelties where I thought there 
•ould be nothing new invented, particularly 
in woolens, yet I found a new quality and 
•weave ot varuna- cloth, very wide and alto- 
gether a useful fabric for n gown that is to 
have much nud hard wear. There were 
some new effects in novelty suitings, with 
tiny dots nnd small figures woven so as to 
appear to be lying on the surface of tha

goods. Black French imperial cloth, with 
ri;h boucle effects, curled up over the 
clisely woven surface, is another new 
tljng. This will be largely used for-tand- 
Eome street dresses and will be tailor fin- 
ished. There is a triple warp, -very heavy 
Fiench henriette cloth, with silk finish, 
but with reatiy no silk in it, and it looks 
almost as Woll as the real Priestlyhenri- 
ettes, at any rate while new. 


The list does not atop there, for I -found 


»ew fancies in whipcords and cheviot 
serges, also a line, of beautiful navy blue 
ser&es in two or three shades .and with a 
white hair lino stripe. These mcie up 
iato very pretty gowns for young ladies, 
and. they are serviceable. There is a new 
•wbJpcordEngliah storm serge, both in navy 
T5Vu.'3 and colors, and there are several vari- 
eties of imported waterproof serges in sev- 
eral solid colors, and particularly in navy 
blno. A new storm serge has an extra 
wido wale and can be found in navy gray, 
tan .ind several shades of green and brown. 
This would make most excellent gowns for 
ordinal^ outdoor wear. 


Several of the serges and ' cheviot serges 


are shown in the nevr browns and navys 
and :ardioala anil can be purchased at from 
60 cents to $1 a yard, and these goods run 
54 inches wide, so that eight yards will 
mat-3 a full costume — jacket, waist and 
skirt. Sarge, cheviot, tweed and whipcord 
are tie goods that are regarded as the best 
•valniifor those who have little money to 
spend. Those who can spare more buy tlie 
"fancies," as they call the boucle and other 
weaves and styles. Hop sacking is also a 
grest favorite with the ultra, stylish, though. 
it looks a little coarser than a horse 
blanket. 


There are several new designs in plaids 


intended to take the place of the extra larse 
and striking and the too modest shepherd's 
plaids. Many like plaids, b»t the shep- 
herd's plaids did not and could not -be made 
to give; the dashing effect they wanted, and 
tee large plaids were too noticeable. Now 
fre find a modest pattern with the plaids 
made of four and five inch squares, with 
exquisitely shaded lines and blocks, some

edged with narrow black soutache, set on in 
fine loops all around the skirt. The basque 
to be of the blue, with an edging of loop 
all around, and cut up in sloshes Bt er«ry 
seam.

Oth- 
ers would do better to cover.the TT»ist and 
hide its defects with revers, ruffles or some 
other one of tbe devices dressmakers in- 
vent. 


The plainer the woolen goods are made 


up the more refined and elegant they look, 
and the plainer they are made the more 
carefully they must ba finished. Thesejjms 
must look as if they grew together. Dress- 
making has been brought to a fine art al- 
most, and it is uot an easy matter to make 
a tailor finished gown, as I have found to 
my cost this past week. Still, with core, 
the amateur may succeed. 


The laces for this season are very rich 


and elegant, particularly the black silk 
bourdon and Spanish. I have seen a little 
black silk guipure recently and much bead- 
ed colored lace. Flouncings in ecru ara 
seen and are used upon almost everything. 
Point de .Venice is a rich lace now made by 
machiue.and used for insertions and flat 
trimmings, with ecru or white to match. 
When new, it is difficult to tell the real 
from the imitation, but a few days' wear 
shows the false and true.

tUe tetter Box—Tho Oldest Tree in tie 
World, 


"Before 
the 
existence of 'specimen 


stones' tieootaes, ;throngh the drain of them 
to America, a thing of th'epast for us it may 
be well to say a few words about things 
•which, very few persons'.have ever seen' and 
henceforward have little chance of seeing," 
remarks a London journal ag prelude to 
the following rarely known facts: The 
words "specimen stone" explain that it is 
a gem of the utmost perfection, but few 
know how rate and precious it is and how 
little it differs to the eye of any but an ex- 
pert from an ordinary example of its kind. 


Specimen stones are masculine luxuries. 


They are never'set, because even, the most 
delicate setting raigat hide defects which 
•would make them comparatively valueless. 
The desire to possess them constitutes the 
last infirmity of noblemen, for not only are 
they the mo§t concentrated possible _ form 
of property, but the appreciation of ttiem is 
a most exclusive form of culture. It may 
seem strange, but it is tine, that there are 
probably not 50 persons in England.whocan 
tell a diamond worth £100 a carat from one 
worth five and twenty, and of these 50 not 
a dozen are jewelers. 


The trade in specimen stones is wholly 


in the hands of'fpur or five great firms, and 
minor dealers, who ha^e rjo custom for this 
class of gems, know almost as little about 
them as the laity. They have no opportu-* 
nity for the necessary training. It takes 
years of practice, with such rarity of oppor- 
tunity as the market affords, to train the 
eye to recognize exactly Che orthodox color 
of a ruby, emerafn or sanphiM, and to dis- 
tinguish a brilliant o"£ the politest water 
from an ordinary "fine Bton,e" demands a 
delicacy of vision. wllicrnmosCtpersona could 
never acquire. 
Stones mny be diyi'ded'-into.fcrar distinct 


classes. Poor ston'es, obviously bad in col- 
or and full of "clouds," "flaws" and "feath- 
ers," may be bought (one marvels who 
buys them) at comparatively exceedingly 
low prices. The value of two rubies of the 
same-size, for example, might be severally 
£1 and £1,000 per carat. Then come ordi- 
nary stones—stones which, a lady may wear 
without discredit, their flaws and the pov- 
erty of their color not being such as to be- 
tray them in the wearing-except to 9 prac- 
ticed eyg. Of such stojjes consist at) per 
cept of "those worn by even, rich women. 
"Fine stones," being-of tarrce the value, are 
only to be seen on the persons, of those who 
are fastidious as well as rich, for though a 
commonly good judge can detect the dif- 
ference at once there is too.great a tempta- 
tion with most women to put conspicuous 
quantity before inconspicuous quality for 
the latter to prevail.

Haw to Get Back n Letter. 


To recall a letter once mailed is almost as 


difficult a task as to take back an assertion 
once uttered, judging from the following 
description of the process given by an ex- 
change: The sender must appear nt the 
postoffice and is handed a blank to fill out. 
In this he must state when and where he 
mailed the letter, how it was addressed, 
must describe the envelope, state the 
amount o£ postage prepaid and 
testify 


"that the above mentioned letter was writ- 
ten by me or by my authority, and I desire 
to recall it for the following reason," and 
then state the reason, which is usually 
"mailed by mistake." He must then sign 
his name, so that the handwriting may. be 
compared with, that on the letter, and sign 
a receipt. 


If the address.cannot be shown to be hia 


handwriting or is printed or typewritten, 
he must describe some peculiarities about 
the envelope sufficiently to identify .it. If 
he is unable to do tUis, the letter is refused, 
unless the postmaster knows tbe applicant 
and is satisfied concerning his good inten- 
tions. If he is satisfied, he asks for a state- 
ment concerning the contents and is obliged 
to open the letter and read portions of it in 
the postmaster's, presence to prove that it is 
the one he described. But if the letter has 
been sent away tbe process of recalling it is 
still more difficult. A similar blank'has to 
be filled out and a minute description tel- 
egraphed at the sender's expense to the post- 
master at the office of its destination. If 
discovered in time, the letter is then inter- 
cepted and sent to the department at Wash- 
ington with a statement of the case. 


Wnere Is the Oldest Tree In tUo World? 
The islanoVof Ceylon claims to possess the 


oldest tree in the world. This ia known as 
the bo tree, a. species of the sacred fig. It 
is held in the greatest severance by all pro- 
fessors of the Buddhist faith, one of the 
oldest religions in tbe east, because they 
consider it a brancb of the actual fig tree 
under which G-autama Buddha, the found- 
er of the faith, sat as- he thought out the 
doctrines which, he afterward preached. 
Sir James Emerson Tennant believed that 
the tree was planted in 263 B. C., 255 yeara 
after Buddha's death, so that it would now 
be 3.180 years old.

j an agreement, entered into by ail the mills 
i of Lowell, and it ia understood that with 
I cenain limitations as to the employes who 


I liuu would be general and uniform tb.rou.gh- 
! out the city.

"We have not considered it necessary or 
| advisable to make inquiries as to what has 


been done by other mills In accordance 
with this, understanding, but it appears 
that the reduction \ia.s applied to all de- 
partments in the Massachusetts Cotton 
mills, and has been acquiesced in, though 
unwillingly, by all except the spinners. 
The reduction of the spinners' wages 
amounted to S per cent., and is objected to 
on the ground that even prior to tbe re- 
duction they were paid loss, spindle for 
spindle; than the spinners employed in New 
Bedford, Nashua and other manufacturing 
cities received for work of a like quality 
aud amount on goods of a similar grade. 
Under the reduction the spinners in the 
Massachusetts Cotton mills receive about 
810.25 a week, while it is alleged that in 
other places spinners can earn $12 and up- 
ward under similar conditions. 


Reasons are given by the manufacturers 


why in their estimation the rate 'of wages 
in Lowell ought to be less than -in the-.cit- 
ics quoted, hut'it is not .necessary for us to 
consider now which skin has the best of the 
argument on this question. If the question 
had been submitted by the parties to the 
judgment of the board, it would then have 
been tho duty of the board to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the-subject with the 
aid of expert assistants and decide what on 
the whole were fair wages; but the ease 
does not come to us as a aoard of arbitra- 
tion, but rather calls for measures of con- 
ciliation and for friendly counsel. 
The 


agent ot tbe mills has met a committee of 
the spinners, his employes, aud discussed 
tbe reduction with them and has' also 
talked the case over with this board. His 
views arc summed up in the statement that 
the corporation is bound by an asso- 
ciation with the other mills and that this 
corporation cannot afford to pay more than 
the reduced wages and continue to run the 
machinery. 
Under these circumstances 


the responsibility of acting wisely rests 
upon you and the organization which you 
represent, and upon the spinners employed 
in these particular mills. A reduction is 
never a pleasant thing to the employes, but 
the board has no hesitation in advising the 
union aud the spinners in this case to sub- 
mit to what appears to be a disagreeable 
necessity taking into consideration the 
General depression in business, the near ap- 
proach of winter, and the already too large 
numbers of unemployed men and women 
in all our cities.. 


It should be boroe in mind that this ad- 


vice is proffered not merely because f,he 
board is averse to strikes and look outs oa 
general principles, bnt on any grounds of 
policy or expediency it would be hard to 
find a worse time for a. strike than tha 
present. 


The employes in other departments who 


have accepted the reduction ate entitled to 
consideration at your hands. It seems fair 
to assume that a strike- of the spinners iu 
these mills would stop all the other depart- 
ments at least for a time, and no one can 
foresee to what extent the conflagration 
might extend if once started under the au- 
spices of your organization, which rightly 
directed has. so many opportunities for 
benefiting the workmen who belong to it. 
You will perceive that the advice of tho 
board is based not on the merit of the 
reduction, not upon the merits of the re- 
duction, not upon any opinion that wages 
arc fair. 
No opinions are expressed upon 


that subject, because in truth it is not open. 
The statement must be dealt with as we 
fiml it, practically and in such a way that 
the operatives and their friends may not 
be liiled with vain regrets when -it is too 
late lo advise, or help them,

pened along and ,ittempi«drto arrest him. 
He sr.arttd in to.yiy^ die officer battle, 
and Raphael .ScuriuVila aud Manuel For- 
cietce rushed to tbe assistance of their 
countryman. 


A hot fight ensued, but Patrolman Look 


clung 
to 
SaKKese . and called upon a 


passer-by for assistance. This passei'-by 
proved to be jm ex-officer of the Cam- 
bridge jail. He. startatl in to help Patrol- 
man Look, as did also James Wright, the 
proprietor of .1 furaiture store near by, 
and then there was a lively time. 


Mob Starts to Work.

Elliott and Dunn \vere- also summoned, to 
the station house to dress the wounds of 
the injured.

Gorst has pronounced himself in favor 
of a plan 1'or dealing with Die question 
in tho rural districts wl'i»,h has received 
tho sympathetic considoi*i,ioii of the gov- 
ernment. Tho plan i« to empower thu 
local authorities to buy or lease waste or 
unoccupied land and turn the surplus 
labor upon it. By this moans it is be- 
liovod ton** of tii<H'4pfcnil.y of acros now 
useless could lie mo.no for/tile by spade 
labor and at the sumo time au effective 
check bo put upon tho persistent migra- 
tion of the unemployed agricultural la- 
borers into tho towns. This evil ia tho 
despair of many economists. It is claimed 
that this is almost tho only way to prof- 
1'ably employ tho idle without bringing 
tiem mto subsidized competition with 
actual worker^. 


Meanwhile that energetic and remark- 


ably practical socialist member of jnir- 
liumcnt, John Burns, affer many inter- 
views and much correspondence with 
Mr. Fowler, president of the local gov- 
ernment board, has persuaded him to is- 
euo u circular to tho local authorities 
giving them permission to instil uto re- 
lief works i'or \memployL-d ableboduxl 
nu-n and urging them to tako full ad- 
vantage of the novel power thus con- 
ferred.

The great thing ia to keep the revolver 


always an integral part of the arm that 
supports it. Grasp it firmly with the 
palm of the hand and extend the thumb 
in the direction of the barrel. The 
thumb, by its pressure on the side of the 
pistol, keeps its axis in u, perpendicular 
plane parallel to that of the arm of the 
shooter, so that at the moment the ham- 
mer is released and the cartridge ex- 
ploded the bullet will .go in the direction 
his arm. is pointing. So important a 
part does tho thumb play iu sighting 
that it is hardly an exaggeration to say 
that a man without a thumb can never 
hope to become a fine shot. 


In addition to tho above, there is an- 


other cause of inaccuracy in revolver 
shooting that is not the fault- of the 
shooter, but is inherent in the weapon 
itself. This cause is the teadency of the 
short barrel to kick up and as a result 
to shoot high. It may be lessened by a 
firm hold at the moment of firing, but

Dr. Uoyle of Oakland, in the third ser- 


mon of his series upon "Why Working- 
men Do Not Attend Church," declared 
very plainly that the fault.is not .all with 
'the worlringmen, but lies largely with 
the churches. 


After quoting from the writings of sev- 


iral noted divines in regard to thofailnro 
jf the working classes to attend the 
rhurches, Dr. Coyle said: 


It was reading of this kind, together 


with my OTV.II observation,, that led me 
to take up this special work. But I 
•Wnntrf'to1 leufri not .duly from writers 
npon social questions, but from worlc- 
ingmen. ^hemselves, , It seemed to ino 
that'it would bo instructive end tend to 
a. better understanding all around to aal; 
•tha workers to state • their side oJ the 
case and commit to writing their special 
grievances and criticisms. Accordingly 
I seat a latter to the president of euuh 
of the various labor organizations here- 
about.

I received B. large number of replies. 


Moat of the answers were respectful, all 
of them were earnest, •while in somu I 
was soundly lectured.. 
.. 


In these letters—along certain main 


lines—I find a remarkable and suggest- 
ive agreement. 
For. eiprnple, -without 


exception the writers give it as their 
opinion that from two-thirds to thrto- 
fourths of workingmen of all classes ha- 
bitually stay away from chnrch. From 
nil I can learn this is a very conserva- 
tive estimate. 


in reply to my second question, "Aro 


those vrho stay away hostile to the church 
or simply indifferent?" most of the -nrib- 
ere ogroe that about half aro hostile aud 
half are indifferent. 


It is in answering the laet question, 


"Wh'ot is the chief fault which working- 
men find with, the chnrch?" that they are 
most fnll and explicit. 


"To begin with, workingmcu find fault 


•with the doctrines of the church," gays 
the federated 
trades. 
"The church 


teaches as a divine law that labor is a 
curse, and that we-must be content to 
suffer under the curse because an all 
wise and loving Father placed it upon 
ns, and the logical outcome of this doc- 
trine is the degradation of the laborer." 


I cannot allow that to pass unchal- 


lenged. . The church teaches nothing 
more clearly than that idleness is tha 
mother of all evil, and labor ono <jf the 
moat frnitfnl sources of blessing. Her 
leaders have come from the ranks of the 
toilers. Jesus Christ WHS a carpenter; 
his first apostles were fishermen; Paul 
was a tentinaker;, Lnther vyas a miner's 
BOII; thx^e-fourths of her preachers and 
leaders .today were roared 'among the 
lowly. 


I admit the condition of labor in Chris- 


tian lands is far from what it ought R> 
be, but it is far superior to that of labor 
in lands that are not Christian. 


Dr. Coyle declared that several of his 


correspondents are right who claimed 
that tho church nesrlects the second ereat 


lav/ of the kingdom, "Thou Shalt lovs 
thy neighbor as thyself." 


Ho Baicl, "Taking her all in all, there 


is and has been too much of the priest 
and Lovite and too little of the good 
Samaritan iii her work." 


In regard to the further charge that 


the church is'allied with those who hare 
money and ie fiubcervient to them the 
preacher quoted the following from the 
reply sent him by tho Longshoremen's 
union: "The church winks nt commer- 
cial robbery and tells the robber he will 
bo all right if he (jives a portion of his 
pluiideir to the Lord."

a saloon keeper 'than a churcli member. 
IB the. face of what BO often thrusts it- 
self upon my attention. I cannot, deny 
the justice of all this. It fills me with 
sorrow and.; humiliation to look at some 
around me who. bear the Christian,ntime. 
It would bs a. comfort not to know that 
they profess to be Christians, 
Yes, fel- 


low men, there is counterfeit coin in the 
chnrch. We 'must admit it with sad- 
ness, but you ought to know tlia't a 
counterfeit is a. copy of , that, which is 
genuine, and therefore an infallible proof 


In. all the letters , received from work- 


ingnlen it is only just to say that I found 
not a syllable against Christ or his gos- 
pel. The grievance'is against the church. 
My correspondents have rib' fault to find 
with Christianity' of itself, It is implied 
that if tl>e .church were only true to Je- 
o;is and his teachings there would.be no 
separation between her and the masses. 
; These communications have convinced 
mo that what is needed on. botlvsidesis 
enlargement. 


Workingmen .need a lal-ger acquaint- 


icce with' the 'church," She is misiriclge'd, 
misconstrued aud sometimes rnaligried 
from lack of knowledge. , On .the other 
hand,, the; churchineeds a larger knowl- 
edge of-thq-workingmen. She is far too 
ignorant1 of their condition and of the 
firievances -under which they smart. 
She needs more information as to their 
liai-QBhips acd SOITOWS, and until she 
gets it -hor interest will be far below 
what is requested by the gospel of 
Christ. She needs larger aggressiveness. 
It is not enough for her to say "Come!" 
to scatter printed invitations to attend 
her. services, .to have attractive music, 
pleasant and attractive surroundings and 
polite ushers. She must go out among 
them and bring them in.— Sou Francisco

flam For Tholr liolief to Be Triert Will 


Attmot Wide Attontluu. 


The English government has deter- 


mined to deal with the more than ever 
vital question of .the unemployed, and 
the experiments will be watched with 
interest by all the world. 
Sir John 


Gorst has pronounced himself in favor 
of a plan for dealing with the question 
In the rnral districts wbi^h has received 
the sympathetic considei*rion of the gov- 
ernment. The plan is to empower the 
local authorities to buy or lease waste or 
unoccupied land and turn the surplus 
labor npon it. By this means it is be- 
lieved tens of thoc^ndg of acres now 
useless could be made fertile by spade 
labor and at the same time an effective 
check bo put upon the persistent migra- 
tion of the unemployed agricultural la- 
borers in to the towns. This evil is the 
despair of many economists. It is claimed 
teat this is almost the only way to prof- 
itably employ the idle without bringing 
them into subsidized .competition with 
actual workers. 


Meanwhile that energetic and remark- 


ably practical socialist member of par- 
liament, John Bums, after many inter- 
views and much, correspondence with 
Mr. Fowler, president of the local gov- 
ernment board, has persuaded him to is- 
sue a circular to the local authorities 
giving them permission to institute re- 
lie? works for unemployed ablebodied 
men and urging them to take full ad- 
vantage of the novel power thus con- 
ferred. There is nothing to prevent re- (' 
lief works taking the form of reclama- 
tion of waste land, and some authorities 
will probably utilize the men's labor in 
that manner! 


Mr. Bums says there are 14,000 stat- 


utory local authorities, so that if each 
finds employment for only 10 men a to- 
tal of 140,000 will receive work this win- 
ter, but it is more likely that work will 
be found for a quarter of a million of the 
great army of the unemployed, and that 
no fewer than a million persons willbeu- 
efit therefrom.

AGAINST EIGJFIT-TIOUK LAW. 


Judge Reed of tlio T>intrlct Court Declare* 


tlie Kansas Luw Unconstitutional. 


The decision of Judge B/eed, asKaBsas. 


district judge, declaring the eight hfmr 
law of that -state unconstitutional, will 
be of interest to labor pec-pis . generally, 
as it is said to be an able opinion from 
an able judge, but as the Kansas law is 
quite different from any other eight hour 
law, and aa a, district judge in Kansas, 
however able, is not a court of lasc re- 
eort.'it will have ii'o effect" on ' the eight 
hour movement in general , The Kansas 
law provides. . substantially, that eight 
hours shall constitute, a clay's'work for j 
all laborers, Workingmen, "mechanics or ' 
other persons who may be employed by 
or on behalf of the state of Kansas, or by 
«r_on behalf of any-county, .city, township 
or other municipality of. said "stats'escept 
in cases of extraordinary emergflbcies 
which may arise in tim'e'' of war, or in 
cases where it may be necessary to work 
more than eight hours per calendar day 
for the protection of projierty or hitman 
life, and in all such cases the party work- 
ing more than eight hours must be paid, 
according tO'law, .on the basis of eiglit 
hours constituting' a; day's work. '-This 
law also ^provides that laborers employed 
shall.receiye for the,, eigjit ^'hours' .work 
the per diem wages prevailing- in the lo- 
cality where the -work is done; that sub- 
contractors for state,, city, to wnship and 
other municipalities shall observe the 
same "rule; 'that it 'shall -ba unlawful for 
any of them to permit laborers, etc., to 
work more than .eight, hours, and that 
any officer, subcontractor, etc., violating 
the same shall -be' punished with a fine, 
etc.

Judge .Heed bftsBcS.hls decision , on the 


idea that the act is: in -violation of sec- 
tion 1 of the "bill of 'rights", of thisstate, 
which reads, "All men. are possessedof 
equal and inalienable, -natural" rights, 
among which are life," liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness/' 


The court also .held that, the,,act. was 


in violation of th& fourteenth amend- 
ment of the federal constitution, which 
read's as follows: "All persons born or 
naturalized "in the :United' States, and 
subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are 
citizens of the United States and of the 
state wherein tliey. reside. No state shall 
make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges; or. immunities of 
citizens of the United i ..States, nor shall 
any state deprive-any person of life, lib- 
erty or property without due process of 
law, nor deny to aily person within its 
jurisdiction the equal protection of the 
laws."

mail had a right Co contract to work any 
length of time he chose". , The case- was 
brgught by an employee of the Barber 
Asphalt Paving company,' which had 
the contract for paving the streets ol 
the cit-v of Wichita.

The revfllver has a very short barrel 


it best, and the slightest deviation to 
une side or the other in sighting will re- 
tult in a hopelessly wild shot. The short 
barrel, so.to apeak, exaggerates a miss, 
and the shoftdiatance between fee sights 
makes it difncnlt to keep them lined. 
When one once learns in aiming to- keep 
hia sights lined—i.. e,, .the .front.sight di- 
rectly in..the.center.of. the...notch.of- the 
rear sighte^-he.:will..find ,.that the great 
difficulty of,, revolver shooting- is .gone.

It may be lessened by .a 
firm hold at the moment of firing, but 
the best way, as a rule, is- to experiment 
with the pistol and then either have it 
resightedor hold tinderin shooting. Ev- 
ery; one has noticed that the revolver as 
it 'comes from the factory, has' an end 
sight that is raised a quarter of .an inch 
or more f ro-m the barrel, while the .rear 
sight .is .very low,.often merely.a notch 
in the frame. When the sights are prop- 
erly aligned, the barrel is consequently 
pointing belpwthe'object"aimed at.'

WASHINGTON-, Oct. 23.—The senate re- 


_ s-uffird its session ;it 11 o'clock yesterday, 


and the vice president laid bcforo the 
senate the unfinished business, the bill to 
repeal the purchase clausu of thu SUerman 
act.

fornia, Oregon, "\VashinKton, .Montana, 
Idaho, "Wyoming, Xevadii, Colorarlo and 
South Dakota to support schools of mines, 
allovring to each state 25 per cent of the 
proceeds of the sule ot mineral lands 
within the state, huf. not, to exceed. ?.1S,030 
n year. Ou motion of llr. "tt'nslil>uru(Rc!U., 
rvlinn.) tlia state of Minnc-iufc;i was iu- 
eluded and th:< hill passed. 


The conniiieiMtion of the roiieal bill \vas 


then r..'suni"d a:itl Mr. Stewart (Hep., 
Xevada) look up tlic tlirpad of hi.s argu- 
ment a<;nin-t the bill wLeru ha stopped 
TLurBuHy evening, lie suun ROt into a 
diacUKsion \vithi\ir. Carey (Rt-p., ~Wyo.), 
Mr. McPherenn (Dem., X J.) and Mr. 
Doipb fRi-p., Ore.), and shortly afterward 
drifted into a denunciation of the "gold 
rin«" and criticisms u£ the administer 
tiou. 


At 1:30 o'clock Mr. Sten-art yielded tc 


his colleague, -Mr. Jones. At 3:iO Mr. Jones 
asked that lie might conclude on Satur- 
day. Mr. Voorbces then said that he did 
nut wish to deny any one the right tc 
speak, and hoped the gentleman, from. 
Xevadu could conclude Saturday, but. as 
lao one was prepured to po on just at that 
time, he wonV.l ask for a vote on the pend- 
ing amendments in orctac that some o£ 
these might bu gotten out of the way in 
the meantime. 


Mr. Pefter afiked that he might occupy 


the floor a short time in explanation of his 
amendment and he was rcco>:niy.ed. HQ 
spoke only far a. moment ntid then voting 
bc£an. The PefFer amendment to revive 
the act'of 15137 was defeated by nays, tfi;

World, 


"Before 
the 
existence of 'specimen 


stones' becomes, through the drain of them 
to America, a thing of the past for us it may 
be well to say a few words about things 
which very few persons have ever seen and 
henceforward have little chance of seeing," 
remarks a L/oudon journal as prelude to 
the following rarely known facts: The 
words "specimen stone" explain that it is 
ti gem of the utmost perfection, but few 
know how rare and precious it is and how 
little it differs to the eye of any but an ex- 
pert from an ordinary example of its kind. 


Specimen stones are masculine luxuries. 


They are never set, because even the most 
delicate setting might hide defects which 
would make them comparatively valueless. 
The desire to possess them constitutes I ho 
last infirmity of noblemen, for not only aro 
they the most concentrated possible form 
of property, but the appreciation of them is 
a most exclusive form of culture. It may 
seem strange, but it is true, that there aro 
probably not 50 persons in England who can 
tell a diamond worth £100 a carat from ono 
worth five, arid twenty, and of these 50 not 
a dn/,<>n aro jewelers. 


The trade in specimen stones is wholly 


in tho hands of four or five grent firms, and 
minor dealers, who have no custom for this 
class of gems, know almost as little about 
them as the laiby. They have no opportu- 
nity for the necessary training. 
Ifc takes 


3'i'ars of practice, with such rarity of oppor- 
tunity as the market affords, to train tho 
eye to recognize exactly the orthodox color 
of a ruby, emerald or sapphire, and to dis- 
tinguish a brilliant of the purest water 
from an ordinary "line stone" demands ;i 
delicacy of vision whichjuost;persons could 
never acquire. 


Stones may bo divided into four distinct 


classes. Poor stones, obviously bad in col- 
or and full of "clouds," "flaws" and "feath- 
ers," may bo bought (one marvels who 
buys them)at comparatively exceedingly 
low prices. The value; of two rubies of the 
same .sixes for example, might be? .severally 
it uud ill,000 per carat. Then come ordi- 
nary stones—stones which ti lady may wear 
without discredit, their flaws and the pov- 
erty of their color not being such UH to be- 
tray them in the wearing except to a prac- 
ticed eye. Of such stones consist 9t> per 
cur.t of -those worn by even rich women. 
"Fine stones," being of tln-ico the value, are 
only to be .seon on the persons of those who 
arc fastidious as well us rich, for though 11 
commonly good jndgn can defect the dif- 
ference at once there is too great a tempta- 
tion with most women to put conspicuous 
quantity beforo inconspicuous quality for 
the latter to prevail.

To rwsill a loiter once mailed is almost ns 


difficult a task as to take back an assertion 
once uttered, judging from the following 
description oi tlie process K i v y n b y a n «x- 
cbanye: The sonrU-r must appear at the 
postoflico and is hniidw! a blank to fill out. 
In this he must .state when find wliere he 
mailed the letter, how- it wan addrosscd, 
7jmst describe the 
envelope, state the 


amount of posture prepaid and 
testify 


"that the above mo.utloned letter was \vrit- 
trn by irie or by my authority, and I desire 
to recall it for the following reason," and 
then shite tho reason, which is usually 
"mailed by mistake." He must then sisjn 
his name, .so that the handwriting iiuiy be 
compared with that on the letter, and sign 
a receipt. 


H the address cannot be shown to he hia 


handwriting or is printed or typewritten, 
he must describe some peculiarities about 
the envelope sufficiently to identify it. If 
he i.s unable to do this, the letter is refused, 
unless the postmaster knows the applicant 
and is satisfied coneernina hiB good inten- 
tions. If he is satisfied, he asks for a state- 
ment concerning the con tents and is obliged 
to open the letter and read portions of it in 
the postmaster's presence to prove that it is 
the ono iie described. JJut if the letter bus 
been sent away the process of recalling it is 
still more diflicuH. A similar blank has to 
be tilled out and a minute description tel- 
egraphed lit the sender's expense to the post- 
master at the office of its destination. If 
discovered in time, the letter i.s then inter- 
cepted and sent to tho department at Wash- 
ington, with n statement of tho case.

Goods Stores. 


She Finds Many Novelties in Imported and Do- 


mestic Dress Goods—Poetic Names For French, 
Fabrics—New Materials For Cloaks and How 
They Are Made Up.

TWO ELEGANT TEA GOWNS. 


• A rotind of all the stores that claim the 
best styles tills past ^veek shows a remark- 
able list of noveltiea where I thought there 
•oiild benothiriKiiewinvented,pnrticulurly 
in woolens, yet I found anew quality and 
wears of varuna cloth, very wide and alto- 
gether a useful fabric for a gowoi that is to 
lave much and hard wear. There were 
some new effects in novelty suitings, with 
tiny dots and small figures woven BO as to 
appear to be lying on the surface of the 


them. There are some choice lines of plaids, 
with the natte or basket weave interwoven 
with bright silk threads. Some English 
costume cloths are shown in soft stripes 
and neat checks. 


Some new effects have been brought out 


in the flnest imported cheviots. They are 
rough on the surface, with dull colors, and 
these are interwoven with bright colored 
y;irus, which produce iridescent shades, an 
effect not heretofore obtained in wool. 


Among the nev,' designs are some very 


high novelties. Ombre figured serges, with 
woven dots nod shaded stripes, have never 
beforebeeu achieved. Silk and wool velours,

gooda. BlackFrench imperial cloth, with 
rich boucle effects, curled up over the 
closely woven surface, is another new 
thing. This will bo largely used for'hand- 
Eome street dresses and will be tailor fin- 
ished. There is a triple warp, very heavy 
French henriette cloth, with silk finish, 
but with really no silk in it, and it looks 
almost as well us the real Priestly heuri- 
ettes, at any rate while new. 


The list does not stop there, for I found 


new fancies in whipcords and cheviot 
serges, also a line of beautiful navy blue 
serpes in two or. three shades and with a 
white hair line stripe. These make up 
into very pretty gowns for young ladies, 
and they are serviceable. There is a new 
vrhipcordEnglish storm serge, both in navy 
blue and colors, and there are several vari- 
eties of imported waterproof semes in. sev- 
eral solid colors, and particularly in navy 
blue. A new storm serge has ar_ extra 
wide wale and can be found in navy grayT 
tan and several shades of green and brown. 
This would make most excellent gownsfor 
ordinary outdoor wear. 


Several of the serges and cheviot serges 


are shown in the new browna and navya 
end cardinals and can be> purchased at fron) 
60 cents to SI a vard, and theso goods run 
54 inches wide, FO that eight yards will 
make a full costume—jacket, waist and 
skirt. Serge, oheviot, tweed and whipcord 
are the goods that are regarded as the best 
value lor those who have lit.tle money to 
spend. Those who CRH sparo more buy the 
"fancies," as they call the boucle and otlier 
weaves and styles. Hop sacking is also a 
great favorite with thoultra stylish, thoush 
it looks a little coarser than a horse 
blanket. 


There are several new designs in plaids 


intended to take the place of tho extra lartfe 
and striking and the too modest shepherd's 
plaids. Many like plaids, but the shep- 
herd's plaids did not and could not be made 
to give the dasbinR effect they wanted, and 
the large plaids \rero too noticeable. Now 
we find a modest pattern with the pluids 
made of four and five inch squares, with 
exquisitely shaded lines and blocks, some 
of them showing four and five .shales of 
jrray, with black and white, or perhaps the 
different browns, with sometimes a fine 
"thread of scarlet, yellow or blue running 
through it. 
: One beautiful piece of goods wasncorued 
plaid in different shades of dark blue, and 
running through it both ways were a line of 
•white and a line of red, which denned the 
pattern. Some, of-Che plaids are reps, with 
an undertone of-another color in the darkest 
parts. Oihers are cashmere finished in soft 
twills, and they are more pleasing to the 
eye than the heavier and stiffer goods, 
^'hese f^r> be found both in bright or snb- 
du«d colorings, and all are pretty, withn

ma.de ? A pretty atj-le lor" plaid—and one 
quite novel—la to havfr the skirt quite plain, 
gigot Bleevea ajid a vest jacket corsage 
hanging loosely over a belt of cherry vel- 
vet. This style of vest is cut slightly dou- 
ble breasted and has three pockets. The 
wide Loie Puller collar has a second one 
Tvhich is simply "sprung" and has still 
another with revers of white billiard cloth 
edged with a band o£ persian embroidery. 
There is a white chemisette front and 
man's collar and tic. 


The cloth gowns and fine cheviots and 


solid colored- materials "would Iqok \vell 
made up. with a skirt of the same or a very 
artistically contrasted color. The skirt is" 
plain, and the front of the waist should be, 
liko it. 'The overdress reaches: to the bot- 
tom and forms a part of the skirt in the 
back. There ise, basque effect quite deep, 
and this, Tvith the cufla and lapels, gives the 
costume a distinction, and grace that no ouo 
•would do ill to follow. All the edges of the 
over portion are-outlined with, fine embroil-

with shaded stripes nnd figures, is another 
bandsome fabric. Silk and wool hair line 
stripes in every possible combination of col- 
or forms another style. Figured crepon, 
with dark grounds and bright colored fig- 
ures embroidered on it in all over pat- 
tern, forms another line of novelties, with 
its various changes of the combination of 
color. Besides these are the ehptted silk 
nnd wool ai-imvres and velours and satin fig- 
ured wool damask and brocade in all the 
season's colors, and they are many. 


I noticed the new French covdurettes all 


wool and very haudsome in 20 shades, be- 
sides black. Homespuns ara also seen in 
great variety of color. These are a little 
less coarse than hopsacldng, but stirter and 
not as graceful. Still they are stylish, and 
they are Rcuerally a close mixture of 
threads of various colors, so that no one 
predominates. 
Some of the homespuns 


have two toniid effects. Panama suiting is 
the name of another line, differing little ex- 
cept in weight, from vicuiia. 


The French goods have rather moro poet- 


ic names this seq*-'on than usual. Some 01 
tbem translated mean "cross shadows," 
"fancy flying/' "changeable scarabee," 
"flowing ice," "winter crape curled" atid 
"horso hair tissue." Also there are "iris 
fantasy," "frosted basket1' and ".shaded 
Btripes." All these relate to now vrool en or 
silk and woolen goods for winter dress. 


Among the new materials for cloaks I 


noticed heavy broadcloth, kerseys, beaver, 
corduroy, astrakhan and heavy cheviot. 
The.se are for ordinary wear. For evening 
there was one piece of exquisite goods. It 
was a pearl gray and white wool brocade, 
and it was woven so that the white hairs 
stuck out in such a manner as to overshad- 
ow tlic gray. It was to be made in wraps 
for balls, opera, etc., and to be lined as the 
wearer preferred, with fur, satin or oriental 
striped silk. 
• The brocaded wool in black is an elegant 
material for handsome coats or wraps. A 
suit recently sent from Paris had the skirt 
of .the finest silk warp henriette, the back 
laid in. deep plaits and the front covered 
with, heavy courtauld crape. The coat was 
full in tho skirt in the back and cut to fit 
Ute figure at the waist, botli back and 
front, Tho wide lapels were covered vrith 
crape. TLie coat was made of fine black 
woolen brocade. This suit was lined with 
silk throughout and cost £193. Why not 
even StWO I cannot imagine. 


The goods used in making women's coats 


is not much tighter than that for those of 
gentlemen with the exception of chinchilla. 
I have seen many capea made of baaver and 
pilot cloLh, and also the thick plaids that 
some men affect. The cheviots for men's 
oouts and trousers are very little thicker 
than these fabricB for women. Men's coats 
are being cut much longer than they have 
been, aud the large incroyable revers and 
Inpels are seen to a marked;degree on men's 
frock coats and overcoats. Cutaways for 
gentlemen look to the "uninitiated eye just 
as they always did, but the tailor says-they 
ace several inches, long^c.

ery, though in following this model that 
could be left off, and plain stitching or nar- 
row braid could be substituted. The skirt 
basque effect is quite new, but-has immedi- 
ately found favor. 


Basques, when not cut on thegwvmor 


waist, aro often simulated by sewing a ruf- 
fle, a puff or turret points around the bot- 
tom of the waist. Some of these portions 
of the waist aro "sprung," which means 
that they are cut out nearly in a circle aud 
the outer edges left to fall into whatever 
shape they will. Sometimes the waist will 
have bretelles of velvet or plush, and this 
frill, or whatever else it may be, is of the 
same material. 


One model had double bretelles of bias 


velvet green shot with crimson, and the 
belt and basque skirt of the same all bor- 
dered with KIT. This went with a dress of 
fine gray cheviot. Tho skirt had two or 
three wrinkles thrown forward, Around 
the bottom was a wide baud of the "shot> 
ted" velvet with three narrow raws at fur 
trimming. To my mind a brown trim- 
ming would have been more genteel. There 
was a short cape to match this, with-a bias 
band of the velvet set up about threftinehes 
from the edge, and the fur binding was 
placed on the lower edge. It was a stylish 
suit and passed where it would not have 
done, so a year ago, when quieter colors "were 
worn. 


A rich and elegant manner in whicfe to 


make up the cordurettes and the two toned 
velours would be to have, say for a rash and 
sage green mixed velours,a plain seven gored 
skirt, with a wide band of dull indigo blue 
broadcloth, tha top cut down in scallops, 
edged with narrow black soutache, set on in 
fine loops all around the skirt. The basque 
to be of the blue, with an edging of loop 
all around, and cut up in slashes nt every 
seam, A little fine braiding on the Blaab.es 
would add to it. It is to close in front with 
narrow braid and small silk button*—mili- 
tary style. Tbo upper sleeves are to be set 
In two puffs of the velours and the (ore- 
arms of cloth. This is an elegant model, 
but is only for women of good fijrme. Oth- 
ers would do better to cover the -waist and 
hide its delects with revers, ruffles or some 
other one of the devices dressmaters in- 
vent. 


The plainer the woolen goods «te made 


up the more refined and elegaut they look, 
nnd the plainer they are made the more 
carefully they must be finished. The seams 
must look as if they grew together. Dress- 
making has been brought to a fine art al- 
most, and it is not an easy matter to make 
a tailor finished gown, as I have found to 
my'cost this past week. Still, with oare, 
the amateur, may succeed. 


The laces lor this season are very rich, 


and elegant, particularly the black silk 
bourdon and Spanish. I have seen ft little- 
black silk guipure recently and much bead- 
ed colored lace. Flouncings in ecru are 
seen and are used upon aim ost everything. 
Point de venice is a rich laco now made by 
machine -and used for insertions and flat 
trimmings, with ecru or white to match.

How to Recall a-Z,ettar Once Dropped Into 


the Letter jBos—The Oldest Tree In tlte 
•World, 


"Before the. existence, of 'specimen 


stones' becomes, through the.drain of them 
to America, a thing of the past for us it may 
be well to say a few vrords about things 
•which very few persons have ever seen' and 
-henceforward have little chance of seeing," 
remarks a Ijondon journal as prelude to 
the following rarely kno^-n facts: The 
words "specimen stone" explain that it is 
a gem of the utmost perfection, but few 
know how rare and preoious it is and how 
little it differs to the eye of any but an ex- 
pert from an ordinary example of its kind. 
.Specimen stones are masculine luxuries. 
They are never "set, because even the most 
delicate setting might hide defects which 
would make them comparatively valueless. 
The desire to possess them constitutes tho 
last infirmity of noblemen, for not only ars 
they the most concentrated possible form 
of property, but the appreciation of them is 
a moat exclusive form of culture. It may 
seem strange, but it is true, that there ara 
probably not 50 persons iu England who can 
tell adiomondworth £100 a carat from one- 
worth five and twenty, and of these 50 not 
a dozen are jewelers. 


Tbe trade in specimen stones is wholly 


in the hands of'four or five great firms, and 
minor dealers, who have no custom for this 
class of gems, know almost as little about 
them as the laity. They have no opportu- 
nity for the necessary training. It takes 
years of practice, with such rarity of oppor- 
tunity as the market affords, to tr.iin tha 
eye to recognize exactly the orthodox color 
of a ruby, emeraltL or sapphire, and to dis- 
tinguish a brilliant of, the purest water 
from an ordinary "fine stone" demands a 
delicacy of vision wliichimostipersons could 
never acquire. 


Stones may be divided into'four distinct 


classes. Poqr stones, obviously bad in col- 
or and full of "clouds," "flaws" and "feath- 
ers," may be bought (one marvels who 
buys them) at comparatively exceedingly 
low prices. The value of two xubies of the 
same size, for example, might be severally 
£1 and £1,000 per carat. Then come' ordi- 
nary stones—stones which o lady may wear 
without discredit, their flaws and the pov- 
erty of their color not being such as to be- 
tray them in the wearing except to a prac- 
ticed eye. Of such stones consist 99 per 
cent of -those worn by even rich women. 
"Fine stones." being of thrice the value, ara" 
only to bft aeon on the persons of those who 
are fastidious as weft as rich, for though a 
commonly good jadge can detect the dif- 
ference at once there is too great a tempta- 
tion with most women to put conspicuous 
quantity before inconspicuous quality for 
the latter to prevail.

Sow to Get !3ack a Letter. 


To recall a letter once mailed, is almost as 


difficult a task as to take back an assertion 
once uttered, judging from the following 
description of the process given by an ex- 
change: The sender must appear at the 
postoffice and is handed a blank to fill out. 
In this he must state when and where he 
mailed the letter, how it was addressed, 
must describe the envelope, state the 
amount of postage prepaid and testify 


that the above mentioned letter was writ- 


ten, by me or by my authority, and I desire 
to recall it for the following reason," and 
then state the reason, which is usually 
"mailed by mistake." He must then sign 
his name, so that the handwriting may be 
compared with that on the letter, and sign 
a receipt. 


If the address cannot be shown to be his 


handwriting or is printed or typewritten, 
he must describe some peculiarities about 
the envelope sufficiently to identify it. If 
he is unable to do this, the letter is refused, 
unless the postmaster knows the applicant 
and is satisfied concerning his good inten- 
tions. If he is satisfied, he asks for a state- 
ment concerning the contents and is obliged 
to open the letter ctnd read portions of it in 
the postmaster's presence to prove that it is 
the one he described. But if the letter has 
been sent away the process of recalling it is 
still more difficult. A similar blank has to 
be filled out and a minute description tel- 
egraphed at the sender's expense to the post- 
master at the office of its destination. If 
discovered in time, the letter is then inter- 
cepted and sent to the department at Wash- 
ington with a statement of the case. 


•vThero Is the Oldest Troe In the World? 
The island of Ceylon claims to possess the 


oldest tree in the world. This is known as 
the bo tree, a species of the sacred fig, It 
is held in the greatest reverence by all pro- 
fessors of the Buddhist faith, one of the 
oldest religions in the east, because they 
consider it a branch o£ the actual fig tree 
under which Gautama Buddha, the found- 
er of tha faith, sat as he thought out the 
doctrines which he afterward preached.
